Incriminating Letter Directed to a Promi- 
nent Red in the Hands of the Police— 
Plans of Chicago Mains, In-Take 
Tower end Fair Buildings in the 
Hands of Expert Destroyers—The 
Eunday Opening Fight Assumes a New 
Phase—Prospects of a Serious Fight. 


BUFFALO, N. I., May 13.—The police here 
yesterday claimed to have discovered evi 
Gence of a plot to blow up the waterworks 
and fire the World’s Fair buildings at Chi- 
cago. They claim that a letter was accli- 
dentally picked up at the Anarchists’ head- 
quarters, over a saloon on East Genesee 
street. It introduces Sebastian verombelski, 
to Joseph Schultz, a leading Buffalo An- 
archist, but Schultz denies that he knows 
anything about it. The letter, which is 
written in German, bears the date of April 
W, and part of it, translated, reads as fol- 


lows:

The hopes which I held out to you when last we 
met are about to be fulfilled, and we shall look for 
mueb assigtance from you. 

This letter will introduce Sebastian Verombelsk!i, 
who will explain the assistance we need. He has 
the complete plans of the waterworks mains from 
the mo of the in-take pipe to the pumping sta- 
tions, plans of the Pair buildings. 


The ce claim that it indicates the exis- 
tone of a plot devised to avenge upon Chica - 
go the execution of the Anarchists con- 
Gemned for the Haymarket murders. 

Detectives are searching for Vrombelski, 
who is evidently a stranger here. 

Isaac Ehle, a leading Anarchist, last night 
said he heard ofthe plot about three weeks 
ago, but placed iittle confidence in it. de 
said: Wen the Anarchists were hanged in 
Chicago their compatriots vowed vengeance, 
and possibly they consider that the time to 
strike ha arrived. All these years have been 
spent in study. They have sympathizers 
schooled in blasting, chemistry and mechan- 
ics, and if they wish to get even with Chicago 
by spolling the World’s Fair it could De ac- 
complished as easily as snapping one’s

**Alittle dynamite would wreck the con- 
duit pipe which carries the water from Lake 
Michigan. The reservoir could be as eusily 
destroyed, and then some matches applied to 
the windward side of the World’s Fair build - 
ings, and a moment later would put a period 
tothe Fair.

Foundation of the Columbia Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago. 
Succeeded a Concern Whose Capital 
Went Into a Mine. 


NOVELTIXQS IN FINANCIERING BY 
DWIGGINS, STARBUCK & CO. 


Country Bauks Organized in Endless Se- 
ries end Their Stocks Used to Back 
Debenture Bonds— 4 Trust Company 
With $1,000 Worth of Furniture as 

Visible Assetse—Echoes From the 
Ohicago Crash Contin us to Be Heard. 


CHICAGO, May 18.—The Columbia National 
Bank fatlure has been followed by so many 
small bank breaks that gossip in financial 
circles is chiefly concerned with its affairs 
and officers, The following story is printed 
here: 

The financiering of Zimri Dwiggins and his 
combination is so inextricably mixed with 
the affairs of the Columbia Bank that it will 
take the skill and ingenuity of twenty Phila- 
delphia lawyers to effect a disentunglement. 
Something about the history of its President 
may shed light on the Columbia Bank’s 
affairs and lead to a better comprehension 
of ite status than laborious processes ac- 
countants must adopt. 

Zimri Dwiggins was abanker in Attica, 
Ind., when ten or twelve years ago he estab- 
lished close business relations with George 
Wiggsand J. ud. Starbuck, who were run- 
ning a chain of bucket shops under the style 
of Wiley, Strawbridge & Co. Suitable bank 
references for effect on country speculators 
not being always obtainable it was deter- 
mined to start a dank. The United 
States National Bank of Chicago, capital 
$50, 000. was accordingly established 
and the name thereafter appeared in glaring 
type on the bucket-shop literature. Wiggs 
became a millionaire inthe course of a few 
years, and under a general amnesty was ad- 
mitted to membership on the Board of Trade. 
He continued in the bucket-shop business, 
however, and was finally indicted under the 
bucket-shop law. He entered a plea of guilty 
and was fined. 

The Board of Trade took cognizance of the 
matter and suspended Wigs fora year or 
two. That broke up the bucket-shop Dbusi- 
ness, and Wiggs went to New Mexico, leav- 
ing the bank In charge of his friend and as- 
sociate, Zimri Dwiggins. While absent he 
ran across a silver mine which he thought 
could be bought and worked of on 
English investors ata profit. Meantime the 
capital stock of the United States Bank had 
been swelled to $500.000. About $300,000 was 
Grawn from the bank to buy the mine, and if 
the sum has ever been made good it must 
have been within the past six months. The 
mine was never worked oft“ according to 
expectations, and remains to this day a dead 
horse. 

It thus appears that the Columbian Na- 
tional was founded on a $390,000 deficit. How 
much of the remaining $20,000 ot the capital 


stock of the <Jnited States National was also 


represented by a deficit will be revealed by 
the expertsasthey proceed with the exam- 
ination of the Columbia’s assets. 

Nothing daunted by the failure of the New 
Mexican mining scheme, Messrs. Dwiggins 
and Starbuck branched out uponan exten- 
sive and very ambitious scheme for the es- 
tablishment of a chain of country banks. 
There fs no record of how many Danks they 
organized, but from the following partial 
list of the rural banks of which either one or 
the other is President, it willbe seen that 
they are still very largely init.

TWO SMALL FAILURES IN LONDON. 

Lonpown, England, May 13.—The members 
of the Stock Exchange gathered on the floor 
this morning expected to hear the failure of 
some firms officially announced. They were 
agreeably surprised, however, when they 
found that onlv two small failures had oc- 
curred and that some ofthe firms that were 
supposed to be in difficulty had effected their 
settlements. The knowledge produced much 
relief and added steadiness to the market. A 
number of firms, iucluding that of the Greek 
speculator mentioned in yesterdvy’s dis- 
patches, who was said to have been deeply 
involved, received sufficient sssistance to 
carry them over the settlement. 


THE BANK OF OREGON. 
Maprson, Wis., May 13.—The Bank of 
Oregon, established ayearago by Dwiggins, 
Starbuck & Co., of Chicago, assigned and its 
affairs were placed in the hands of J. J. 

The Colum- 
bia National Bank of Chicago owed the bank 
$7,000, and when cashier Thomas heard of the 
failure of the Columbia, he determined to 
shut down at once. The assets are $35,000, 
the Habilities, $30,000.

ONLY NEEDED $10,000. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 13.—Upon the 
announcement ofthe fallure of the Colum- 
bia Bank the firm of Paris & Nave, whose 
headquarters are in this city, closed the

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION IN- 
Sars ON AN IRON-CLAD BULE. 


Appeal to the Courts for a Decision on the 
Powers of the Commission in the Prem- 
isés—Breadstuff Exports Decreasing 
According to the Statistics Bureau— 
Why Fairchild Declined. 


' WASHINGTON, D. C., May 13.—Letter-carrier 
George T. Pulaski, who was ousted from his 


position in the city post-office force by a 


technicality of the Civil Service Commission 
rules, will make that body account for its 
action to the court. Judge Bradley issued 
an order yesterday directing the Commission 
and Postmaster Sherwood to show cause why 
Mr. Pulaski should not be reinstated. This 
order was signed upon the application of R. 
H. Beall, who represents the letter carrier 
as attorney and who presented for him a pe- 
tition for a mandamus. The Civil Service 
Commissioners, Messrs. Lyman, Roosevelt 
and Johnson, and Postmaster Sherwood are 
toappear before Judge Bradley Saturday, 
May 2%. 

If Mr. Pulaski is successful a mandamus 
will be signed requesting these officials to 
reinstate him. 

The legal points involved are interesting, 
and may be carried to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Red tape is interwoven 
with the whole affair and its power to de- 
prive a man of Ris rights is beautifully illus- 
trated. 

Postmaster Sherwood neglected to report 
the appointment of Pulaski to the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission witbin three days, as re- 
quired by the rules of that body. Conse- 
quently, the commsssion takes the stand 
that the letter carrier cannot hold the place, 
although he has passed the examination, 
filed his bond for the faithful performance of 
his duty, and fulfilled every requirement of 
the law. His attorney takes the position 
tnat a rule which may act to deprive a citi- 
zen of his rights must be null and that this 
particular regulation is unreasonable in it- 
self. . 

The act of Congress under which the car- 
rier was appointed provides that he shall 
be given the position after satisfying certain 
requirements. It also empowers the Com- 
mission to prescribe some details of the 
transaction, but does not empower them, 
Mr. Pulaski’s attorney told the Commission, 
to concoct rules which defeat the intention 
of this act. 

There is some interesting correspondence 
arising from this novel case, while the peti- 
tion for a mandamus is itself interesting. 

The petition recites that Geo. T. Pulaski 
applied tothe Examining Board of the city 
post-office Maren 29, 1802, to take the exam- 
ination for substitute letter - carrier. His ap- 
plication was approved April 1, 1992; he took 


the examination, received notice Aug. that 
he had passed and was entered upon the. 


register for eligibles. He received notice 
Feb. 20, 1883, that as soon as he had filed his 
bond he would be appointed. This require- 
ment was fulfilled and he received the ap- 
pointment. 

The notice of his appointment was sent to 
the Civil Service Commission on April s, but 
the commission refused to make a record of 
it. This refusal was followed by a notice of 
his dismissal on April 22, which came in the 
form of thisterse note:

DEAR SIR—Agreeable to ‘information regeived 
from the Civil Service Commission I take thi occa- 
sion to notify you that your name has been dropped 
from the list of substitute letter-carriers on account 
of an informality in an appointment.

Although the assurances of the Postmaster 
have been given that his services were satis- 
factory, Mr. Pulaskiconcludes his repeated 
2 for reinstatement, made to that of- 
ficial and to the Civil Service Commission, 
have been refused.

“But this system necessary to us is con- 
trary to the laws of the United States, and 
Would be broken up by anfexation: While 
anyone can see that there would be some 
gains to us from our becoming a part of the 
United States it is clear to me that any polit- 
teal change which would annul our present 
labor system would ruin our sugar planta- 
tions; and the United States; instead of ac- 
quiring a prosperous and wealthy group of 
islanis, would be taking under their protec- 
tion acountry whose chief and only great in- 
dustry haa been bankrupted by the change. 

„It the bugar industry were destroyed the 
islands would collapsé into a big cow pas- 
ture, which they were before sugar was vo-. 
aun. For sugar culture they are admirably 
suited, so long as we can be sure of labor ata 
reasonable price, and under such conditions 
that laborers shall not be able to combine to 
take advantage of our nécessities. 

For this ena Asiatic labor is necessary to 
us, and I will venture to assert to you that we 
are not singular in this, for cane sugar is not 
now profitably conducted anywhere in the 
world except by colored, and, in the main,

THE BRENNAN CASE. 

The fact that the Mayor is compelled to 
act as prosecutor, judge and jury gives the 
proceedings in the hearing a farcical aspect. 
It is natural that the humorous features of 
the case should appeal to the wit of the 
Mayor’s opponents and the risibilities of 
the public. But while enjoying the joke 
on his honor, it should be borne in mind 
that there is a serious side to the matter. 
The case is not by any means only a joke. 

The Health Commigsionership is one of 
the most important offices in the city. Its 
importance is accentuated at the present 
time by the fear and actual danger of epi- 
demic and the pressing necessity of vigor- 
ous and efficient sanitary work, to 
guard the eity against a plague vis- 
itation. Public-spirited citizens have 
organized a campaign of cleanliness, 
and have endeavored to arouse the 
municipal authorities to a full sense of 
duty in this regard. Private aid has been 
offered for this urgent public service. The 
situation demands a Health Commissioner 
of undoubted ability and fitness, and a 
department under him organized on the 
highest basis of efficiency. There should 
be no question of the competence of the 
Commissioner and his force. 

It must be admitted even by the friends 
of Dr. Brennan that his competence and 
the efficiency of the department under his 
control have not been unquestioned. 
a matter of fact there is a general impres- 
sion of gross dereliction on the part of the 
Health Department. Dr. Brennan’s ap- 
pointment was discredited by thé vicious 
element of nepotism, and it has been 
freely charged that he stocked the 
department with political assistants 
and ‘‘push’’ hangers-on. It is well 
known that when the Post-Dispatou
